Seat of the Soul, and is therefore both by them 
and others wied co fignifie the Soul; fo thar a Man 
of a Great Sou: is called a Man of a Great Hearr, 
Greatnels of Soul or Heart being attribuced chiefly 
to Menof Courage. which has been aiways efteem- 
ed the mot Nob'e and Hercick Virtue of the Mind 
and fo 1s likewite called Magnanimity. But they 
that uled this manner of Speaking, did it not out of 
an Opinion that the Greatnefs of ihe Soul was pro- 


portionable to that of the Heart, which they knew 


was falie; but only becaufe ( as we have already 
faid) the Heare and Soul meant figuratively the 
fame thing. Every Days Experience fhews chat 
Greatnefs of Heirs (literally fpeaking) contri- 
butes nothing to a Man's Courage: Bnt where this 
Virtue is not acquired’ purely by the ftrength of 
Reafon cr Relolution, or by ar, habicual Acquain- 
tance with Dangers, we find rke moft ape natural 
Difpofition for it is a Sanguine Compiexton and a. 
brisk Motion of the Animal Spirits. For Men {o 
quarific! are naturally moft apt to defpife Dangers, 

Q. What the Caufe of ? 

A, The Earth fends out nor only watery bur alfo 
dry Exhalations, the firft of which ( being com- 
moniy cailed Vapours} are the Materials ot a 
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Cloud and fall down in Rain, the other of a Mift 
or Fog, which is brought down to the Earth both 
by the Weight of irs Matter and by a Croud of 
rainy Drops which it draws down along with it. 
Hence Places thar are high and near the Clouds are 
(bye toa Mit almoft every Shower, which is the 
Xealon why a mift is defined the Superfluous, dry and 
dark Part of a Cloud lying upon the Earth. Some 
Milts indeed, e{pecially thofe in. the Wintcr or inany 
cold Seajon are wholly compofed of Vapours, the 
Sun having notthen ftrength enough to raife any o- 
ther fort of Exhalations. For thefe Vapours are 
condenfed by the Cold in the lower Regiors of 
the Air before they canafcend and become Clouds, 
fo that they lic as a Fog upon the Earth, rill the 
Hear of the Sun rarifies them and fo caufes them to 
atcend imo the upper Regions of the Air, there to 


form Clouds.

Anda if indeed there be any fuch Author as afferts 
ir to be agrealy'c ro the beft Modern Obfervations, 
that the Sun is twice as near the Earth when in C.- 
pricenas when in Cancer, wecannot have any great 
Opinion of his Judgment and Sagacity, who can 
be Guilty of fogrofs a Miftake. It is true becaa‘e 
of the extream Difficulty of obferving the Sun's 
Parallax and confequentiy its Diftance from the 


‘Earth, the Aftronomers: differ confiderably upon 


this Point. Bur according to what we think the 
moft accurate Oblervations, the Excentriciry of the 
Earth's Orbit is not above a fixtyth Part of its 


mean Diftance from the Sun; confequently the 


Difference between the Sun's greateft and leaft Di- 
ftance from us is fo {mall, that in all Confiderati- 
ons concerning the different Degrees of the Sun’s 
Hear upon the Barth it may be fafely neglected ; 
which Mr, Halley has accordingly done in the afore- 
faid Theorem. But if we fhou’d allow it to have 
fome place in the Calculation of Heat, yer the dif-
